The county board this morning, 


by a vote of 32 to 9, voted to recon-, 
sider its action of yesterday in cut- 
ting the --highway budget by $40,- 
000. Many of the supervisors who 
voted for the cut yesterday de- 
clared that they had not changed 
their minds, but that they were wil- 
ling to listen to further arguments. 
They were firm, however, that the 
cut must stand. Reconsideration of 
the cut is scheduled, for Saturday 
morning. 


The motion to reconsider "came 


from Supervisor -Mike Jacobs, Ap-~- 
pleton, who voted for the cuts. Ef- 
forts were made by Supervisors 
Sylvester Esler, Kaukauna, and F. 
O. Smith, Hortonville, to prevent 
reconsideration, but they were un- 
-successful after a plea from T.-H. 
. Ryan for fairness. 


- Both Smith and Esler pointed out 
that the board -had made this step 
and it should and w'ould not re- 
trace. Smith said that the board 
must consider how much the tax- 
payers could pay an$ not how much 
-money might be needed. His strong 
pleas against changing the stand of 
yesterday met with hearty applause 
fromTthe audience.

Very- little was^said in favor- of 
the, cuts except by Supervisors 
Beck and Smith, Both these men 
contended that the highway depart- 
ment was spending too much mon- 
ey on roads and both said that if 
there was Jo be a genuine tax cut 
it must come from the department 
spending the most money. 


The highway budget for 1933, as 


suggested by the 
commitee, — was 
mill tax. $93.329.04, divided as fol- 
Uows: $30,000 for the garage fund; 
35,000 for the emergency bridge 
fund; $2,000 for county town aid 
projects: $56,829.04 for maintenance 
of county trunk highways. In addi- 
tion the county will receive the fol- 
lowing amounts from the state: 
$51,512.24 for maintenance of the 
county trunk system; $55,900 for 
bond retirement; $78,718.66 for im- 
provement of Highway 54; and an 
amount sufficient for snow removal, 
drift prevention and maintenance 
of state highways,

ed. The dying girl was quoted as 
saying, "Lester shot me."

In the Von Papen cabinet, how- 


ever von Schleicher was looked up- 
on the power behind the govern- 
ment in'his "key" ministry . 


The choice of the army leader for 


the difficult task of the domestic 
crisis with winter approaching came 
after several weeks of effort on the 
part of the veteran 
president to 


solve a well nigh impossible dead- 
lock.

did not have popular backing after 
he had twice* dissolved the Reichs- 
tag to avoid being unseated.

Washington— CR — The government 


ended five months of its 1933 fiscal 
year on Nov. 30 with a deficit of 
$751,311,422 and a gross public debt 
of 220,806,013,836." 


The gross 
debt had increased 


more than $3,000,000,000 since Nov. 
30, 1931, when it amounted to $17,- 
310,026,954.

The debt compared with a pre- 


war debt on March 31, 1917, of $1,- 
282,044,346 and the peak war debt 
on Aug. 31, 1919, of $26,596,701,648. 


During the five months of the 


present year the government has 
collected from all sources $680,894,- 
151 and has spent $1,432,205,533. 


The new taxes levied in the bil- 


lion dollar tax bill have caused 
miscellaneous internal revenue to 
increase approximately $73,000,000 
over last year, bringing in a total of 
$314,320,195. The actual gain in 
these taxes, however, 
was offset 


by a drop of $155,000,000 in income 
taxes collected in five months of 
this .year as compared to the same 
period a year ago.

Stimson at the White House told 
newspapermen "it may not be nec- 
essary to reply" to the latest notes 
from Great Britain and France ask- 
ing suspension respectively of pay- 
ments of $95,550,000 and $20,000,000 
due in less than two weeks. 


(By the Associated Press) 


France has joined her plea to that 


of Great Britain for postponement 
of the debt instalment due 
the 


United States, on the fifteenth of 
this month. Its second note request- 
ing delay is in the fcrjads of Presi- 
dent Hoover. 


Like Great Britain France bases 


the request 'on. the contention that 
compulsory payment not only will 
retard eventual economic recovery 
for tile world, but,also will undo the 
progress already made toward that 
objective. 


There was no indication in Wash- 


ington that the American stand for 
prompt payment would be altered, 
but the responsible officials began 
a careful analysis of both requests. 


Members of the house and senate, 


both Republican and Democratic? 
expressed sentiment against defer- 
ment of the December payment. 
Senator Smoot (Rep ' of Utah took 
exception to the British statement 
that trade between the two coun- 
tries has dwindled already since the 
adoption of the 1930 American tar- 
iff. Senator Harrison 
(Dem.) of 


Mississippi, described the British 
note as exaggerating the possibili- 
ties of disaster. Other comment was 
in the same tenor.

The staggering financial burden 


that illness imposes on the nation 
each year is indicated in the above 
chart, which compares the annual 
outlay of $3,000,000,000—as fixed by 
the Committee on the Costs of Med- 
ical Care after a five-year study— 
with other large national expend- 
itures. 


This amount is more than ten 


times the sum that European na- 
tions were scheduled to pay the 
United States, $247,000,000, in prin- 
cipal and interest on their war 
debts- in 1932. In less than three 
years it would equal the total 
amount of principal, $11,500,000,000, 
that these nations are due to pay 
on their war debts in 60 years. 


Nor does this huge figure, on the 


costs of medical care, include losses 
of income suffered during illness. 


The investigators found that the 


cost of medical care varies widely 
between families, the average rang- 
ing from $71 a year in the lowest 
income group to $311 on the- highest 
income group. Even among families' 
in the same income group, however, 
there is a wide variation—of those 
having incomes under S2000, 40 per 
cent paid less than $25 in a year, 
while two-tenths of 1 "per cent paid 
over $1000. 


In the boom year 1929,"the com- 


mittee found, the average net in- 
come of 142^000,. physicians., was 
$5467. HoweverrEaffbf'tMs "number 
had incomes of only $3600 or less, the 
incomes of the more prosperous 
physicians in tne "big cities serving 
to pull up the, average. Fifteen per 
cent (21,000 doctors)-"had incomes 
of less than $1500 and 4 per cent lost 
money. Since that y'e'ar, the com- 
mittee reported, physicians' incomes 
have decreased. 


As a solution of the problem, a. 


majority report by the Committee 
on the Costs of-Medical Care recom- 
mends medical service by organized 
groups of physicians, 
dentists, 


nurses, pharmacists, etc., payment 
for same to be made through in- 
surance or taxation, or both. How- 
ever, this would not preclude indi- 
vidual fee service for those who 
preferred it.

The committee, an unofficial or-

A 10 per cent reduction in all 
water department employe salaries 
with the "exception of the plant su- 
perintendent, was authorized by the 
water commission at a meeting at 
city hall Thursday afternoon.

* Then the two most prominent in 
the conferences became Von 
Schleicher and 'Von Papei Finally 
the choice fell to the mysterious 
Von Schleicher, the man whose 
thoughts few have been able to 
fathom. 


Von Schleicher, it was known, 


however, has "had ambitions to be- 
come-chancellor. He confided them 
more than a. year ago to Ms fatherly 
friend and teacher, Gen. Wilhelm 
Groener, former Prussian war min- 
ister. 


Nevertheless, in all the recent 


difficulties Gen. von Schleicher had 
declined all suggestions that he 
head a cabinet sincex he had be- 
lieved his time had not yet come. 


Favored By Von Papen 


The nomination of Von Schleich- 


er came at the request of Chancel- 
lor von Papen, who reported to the 
president this morning on his 
soundings of the political situation 
during the last few weeks. 


The Junker leader told the presi- 


dent he believed if his own person 
as chancellor were eliminated the 
expected conflict with the Reich- 
stag, assembling Dec. 6, could be 
avoided. To that end he suggested 
the defense minister. 


The president thanked Von Pa- 


pen warmly for the work he nad 
done in a most difficult period and 
assured him of his confidence,.ad- 
ding it was only with a heavy heart 
and after long deliberation that he 
was ready to accept the chancel- 
lor's suggestion. 


The fact that Von Schleicher ac- 


cepted tlie task, it was intimated in 
excellent quarters, must not be tak- 
en as an indication he believes he 
can unravel Germany's tangled sit- 
uation or lead her out of partisan 
strife to national unity.

won the race over Von Papen be- 
cause the German 
industrialists 
through Dr. Gustav Krupp von 
Bohlen und Halbach, head of the

announced their 


preference to the president.

As Dr. Krupp is s^o an intimate 


friend of the former, kaiser, it was 
intimated nationalist politicians, as 
well as monarchist circles, were 
satisfied with Gen von Schleicher, 
who is himself a personal friend of 
the former crown prince. 
' There were also intimations that 
General von Schleicher would not 
oppose the restoration of the throne 
to the former crown prince if pop- 
ular sentiment should approve such 
a move. 


At the same time the general has 


for years maintained friendly re- 
lations with all the factions of or- 
ganized labor except the Commu- 
nist Labor quarters have intimated 
they believe this appointment would 
mean an end to wage-cutting. 


Von Schleicher.'s contacts with 


the political parties a^o have been 
friendly throughout his. prominence, 
auguring perhaps against vehement 
personal opposition , such.as de- 
scended on Von Papen.

REPEAL AND BEER 


It might seem at first glance-to 


be rushing things a bit for Speak- 
er Garner to call for a vote on re- 


peal as soon as'Con- 
gress " meets. .But 
jthere are the sound- 
est reasons ^or act- 
ing promptly. As re- 
gards the merits of 
the question there 
can be no further ar- 
,gument 
that the 
country has decided 
'.hat the Eighteenth 
Amendment must be, 


resubmitted. It is hardly' open-to 
question that the country has not 
understood and has not liked the 
Republican plank and that the issue 
is decided in favor of submitting to 
the States a proposal for complete 
repeal 


That being the verdict, it is high- 


ly desirable that Congress, should 
dispose of the question during the 
month of December. There are two 
controlling reasons for holding this 
view. The first is that Congress will 
have,more free time in December 
than it will ever have after that. 
During December the chief meas"- 
ures dealing with finance, farm 
relief and other relief will still be 
UY the hands of the committees. 
These committees will begin to re- 
port after the holidays, and there- 
fore, it would be a great gain in 
time and in -orderly procedure if 
the repealer were settled and sub- 
mitted to the states before Congress 
begins debating economies, taxes 
and other measures of a more con- 
troversial character.

It is true that the -Democratic 


platform calls for submission to 
conventions in the states rather

tions in the states for conventions, 
would hardly be able to set up elec- 
ion machinery without action by 
the state legislatures. It could not 
provide the officials, the ballots, the. 
voting machines, the polling places. 
Therefore,, even under the eonven- 
ion system the legislatures will 
lave to be consulted. ;For another, 
;he legislatures "and not the con- 
ventions will have to set up the 
state systems of liquor 
control 


which are to take the place of Fed- 
eral prohibition.

Jt is important, therefore, that the 


problem be .put to the legislatures 
as soon as possible so that as many 
of them as possible may have time

By submitting in December the 
states will be given the fullest pos- 
sible opportunity of working out a 
system of liquor control.

Some states, notably Massachu- 
setts, under the leadership of Gov- 
ernor Ely, are actively at work on 
the preparation of state liquor con- 
trol.

Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Lehman ought to take 
steps in the month of December, 
possibly by_ appointing a special 
commission, to draft a model state 
liquor law for presentation^ to the 
Legislature in January.

BUDGETS AND ABILITY TO PAY 
Probably one of the reasons why the 


common council and the board of education 


• have not been able to adjust their differ- 


ence over the school tax to be included in 
this year's levy is the tendency of the latter 
to interpret the council's insistence for a 


' decreased budget as a criticism of the way 


it operated the school system. Meetings 
thus far have indicated that board mem- 
bers regard any suggestion that this year's 
operating costs might be reduced as a re- 
flection upon what they have done in 
the past. 


Nothing can be farther from the truth. 


Anyone conversant with our schools must 
concede that the board has done its work 
well; that it is trying hard to give Apple- 
ton an excellent school system. No board 
in the city is freer from political log-roll- 
ing or partisan politics. Without excep- 
tior its members are men and women of 
high calibre. 


The school board's position in the pres- 


ent controversy is that a reduction in its 
budget will result in decreased efficiency 
in. our schools and that it cannot tamper 
with salaries presently paid teachers be- 
cause they are under contracts that do 
not expire until the end of the present 
school year. The council's position is es- 
sentially that the school budget must be 


_ determined by the capacity of the tax- 
payer to pay and that teachers should 
be asked to accept a reduction in salary 
the remainder of the school year. 


"The board, of education and the school 


men are in a sense in the education busi- 


' ness and it is only natural that they seek 


to* maintain their budgets. People whose 
chief interest is parks or social welfare 
take about the same view" with respect 
to- appropriations for their work. 
The 


council, however, cannot vote tax levies 
or/appropriations beyond the capacity of 
the taxpayers to pay them. That is the 
situation now with respect to the school 
levy. Sharply decreased incomes have re- 
duced the ability of property-owners to 
pay taxes, and sharp cuts must.be made 
in every municipal function, 
including 


schools, to meet this situation. To con- 
tinue large appropriations or levies for 
these purposes, however desirable, in the 
face of inability to collect the money, is 
merely mortgaging the future and post- 
poning the day of reckoning. The coun- 
cil .has no right to gamble that the future 


~ will be enough brighter to warrant going 


into debt now. 
The time has arrived 


when all governments and all govern- 
mental functions must be trimmed, to 
meet conditions as they are today. Gam- 
bling on the future has had a large part in 
bringing about the present situation. 


MORE "MARCHES" 


Coincident with the convening of Con- 


gress, Washington becomes the focal point 
of a various assortment of "marches" be- 
ing organized in many sections of the 
country. 


The largest and the one most apt to 


cause trouble, is the "hunger 
march" 


sponsored by the National Committee of 
Unemployed Councils which maintains an 
office in New York and, while denying 
that it is a communist organization ad- 
mits that 
Communists 
are 
influential 


.among its members. 


These marchers are now on the move 


from all directions and gathering strength 
as they advance upon Washington. De- 
mands are being made on the communities 
through which they pass for food, trans- 
portation and other necessities and then: 
so-called programs call for federal relief 
for the farmers, the unemployed, the vet- 
erans, or anybody else they happen to 
think about. 


State authorities are attempting to dis- 


courage this futile movement by denying 
assistance but large numbers are expected 
to reach Washington where trouble is 
bound to await them should they overstay 
»the time necessary for presenting their 
petitions to Congress. Six organizations 
of civic, business and professional men 
representing a membership of 100,000 in 
the capital city have pledged their support 
to police and government officials and 
"have promised that no food or lodging 
would be given to the invaders. It is cer- 
tain that these marchers will not be re- 
ceived with the same lenient policy shown 
last winter to the* bonus seekers and the 
leaders of the present movement have re- 
ceived fair warning to that effect. 


Many who join such expeditions do so 


merely because they have nothing else to 
do or because they are the innocent vic- 


tims of those whose real purpose is not 
so much relief as to stir up discontent 
and embarrass the national government, 


There should be some effective means 


of stopping programs of this sort before 
they get underway. Too much considera- 
tion and tolerance has been shown for 
the organizers of such hopeless expedi- 
tions. There is no need of any group 
marshaling its forces to convince the na- 
tional government that men are out of 
work and need relief, or that wheat is 
selling for 45 cents a bushel and corn for 
25 cents. 


But the matter must be handled care- 


fully because there is a danger in tres- 
passing upon a fundamental right of the 
people, the right to peaceably assemble 
and present grievances to the govern- 
ment. 


This right is as important as the right

right of a free people. But just as we 
have limits to free speech called slander, 
and limits to a free press called libel, so 
must we surround this right with safe- 
guards to prevent its abuse, at the same 
time maintaining in full strength its vir- 
tues. 
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THE SPEAKERSHEP 


Hepresentative McDuffie of Alabama is 


another announced candidate for Speaker 
of the House to succeed Mr. Garner when 
the latter takes the vice-presidency. With 
three open candidates and several more in 
a receptive mood the contest for the po- 
sition is likely to become spirited. 


The Speakership represents not alone 


a great honor but more power than is 
usually credited to it by the layman. A 
great many interested and watchful stu- 
dents of our democracy, careful observers 
of the actual methods employed in the 
creation of legislation, have placed the 
position of Speaker next in importance 
to the Presidency. 


The Speaker today enjoys a part only 


of the power exercised when Tom Reed 
and Joe^ Cannon held the gavel and were 
caricatured throughout the nation as fit 
to compare in czarist methods with those 
members of the Romanoff family -whose 
lives have since ended in a deluge of 
blood. 


Public opinion then again proved itself 


an irresistible force. However excessive- 
ly it may have overpainted the autocratic 
power of the Speaker, Mr. Cannon lived 
to see the House bow to this force of 
public opinion and lessen the power of the 
Speaker in taking from him the right to 
name the Committee on Rules as well as 
the absolute right of recognition. Never- 
theless, great power still remains in the 
rostrum chair in the House. 


Mr. McDuffie pledges himself, if elect- 


ed Speaker, to form a Steering Commit- 
tee with members representing every sec- 
tion of the country, for the purpose of 
consulting with and guiding the Speaker. 


This a "rich enticement. 
It 
sounds 


good. It will make members of congress 
feel they have a larger share in shaping 
legislation than formerly. It will seem 
to clip the Speaker's wings still further. 


But there comes a time in all legisla- 


tion when the further thinning out of 
power or authority reacts to the detri- 
ment of the country. Just as we have 
placed immovable barriers against the ex- 
ercise by one man or body of a danger- 
ous amount of authority, so must we still 
seek to preserve the essential idea, that 
very often material authority must be 
placed in the hands of one man, else the 
machinery of state will function only in a 
feeble manner. 


The point at which care must be exer- 


cised is in the choice of the speaker. And 
since few men achieve that post of dis- 
tinction without a generation of public 
service* back of them, almost an open and 
readable book of what may be expected of 
them in the future, the risk is reduced to 
a minimum. 


Opinions Of Others 


GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT'S OPPORTUNITY 
The tMrd Democratic President to be elected 
a seventy-two years, Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
-elt, has good reason to regard Ms situation 
vith some complacency. True, it took a world- 
vide depression and unprecedented unemDloy- 
ment in the United States to undo the victory 
- o n by Hoover four years ago. Somehow it 
eems a little like burning down the house to 
oast the pig. But wMle the depression may 
have been the most . owerful force in the ele- 
•ation of Roosevelt, Ms victory does, none the 
ess, overturn a fine lot of political precedents. 
His two Democratic predecessors were elected 
s the result of distinct splits m the Republi- 
an Party. The Mugwumps for Cleveland and 
he Progressives for Wilson brought the sheaves 
•f victory. This year no such party split was 
a evidence. Not since the defeat of Benjamin 
Harrison in 1892 has a* Democrat been able to 
defeat a Republican seeking a second term— 
xcept when Theodore Roosevelt split his party 
in twain. 


And as for the congressional victories that 
ollow in the train of Roosevelt's triumph, they 
have not been equaled in number or sigmfi- 
ance in half a century. He will have a friendly 
enate, and a House of his own party. NotMng 
tands in the way of his power and his cor- 
esponding responsibility. The expectations of 
he nation scarcely exceed the scope of prora- 
es he made during his campaign. 
Perhaps it is because the Democrats have had 
o few Presidents that the ones they elected 
ave always .stood out in a certain dignity of 
cMevement. Grover Cleveland after 
forty 


ears is remembered for a ruggedness of hon- 
-sty and an earnestness of purpose which made 
iis Administration notable, in an era of few 
great problems. Woodrow Wilson had to meet 
le most perilous exigencies since the days of 
braham Lincoln, and despite certain frailties, 
eft a record which will grow more illustrous 
s years pass away. 
It is a great tradition which Franklin D. 
loosevelt has to uphold. Happily he has in his 
>arty, if he will but choose them, men able to 
we dignity and strength to his Administration, 
therein will lie his first test. Whom will he 
-nek for his choson advisers?—Christian Sci- 
nce Monitor.

Unless pneumonia develops.

association of pneumonia with the 
shock and suffering of such ex- 
posure to cold misleads the lay 
mind and, I fear, the mind of phyT 
sicians who should know better. 


It is true that persons who have 


suffered submersion in cold water, 
or even in ordinary cool water such 
as that of sea, lakes or streams m 
'summer weather, aie more likely 
to develop a special type of pneu- 
monia by reason of the submersion. 
But tMs is so unlike the disease 
we all know as pneumonia (lobar 
pneumonia, lung- . fever, pleuro- 
pneumoma") and so unlike the con- 
dition variously called broncho- 
pneumonia, catarrbal pneumonia, 
suffocative catarrh and capillary 
faroncMtis, that neither layman nor 
physician would be aware of any 
trouble in the lungs if the signs of 
congestion were not detected by re- 
peated frequent susculation and 
percussion of the chest. The only 
SYMPTOM the victim of this tra- 
umatic or hypostatic pneumonia 
shows is increasing prostration or 
weakness. In short the trouble is 
rather failure of circulation, from 
exhaustion, than lung inflammation 
or pneumonia. And by the same 
taken it is best prevented or guard- 
ed against by measures calculated 
to restore strength to the circula- 
tion. 


Persons who wander away and 


are exposed to cold and perhaps 
starvation for 
several days and 


nights are likely to develop this 
hypostatic pneumonia before or af- 
ter rescue. Elderly or feeble per- 
sons may develop the same condi- 
tion even without any exposure to 
cold," just from failure of the circu- 
lation, especially if they ara long 
confined in bed, say by some in- 
jury. 


"By "hypostatic" is meant that the 


lower or dependent parts of the 
lungs become congested—the blood 
stagnates in the lowest parts of 
the chest cavity. When such stag- 
nation of blood reaches a point 
where most or all the air is crowd- 
ed out of the affected portions of 
the lungs by the blood, we call U 
"pneumonia." But it is still a me- 
chanical effect of impaired circula 
tion. 


Of course if a victim of submer- 


sion gets even a little water in his 
lungs the injury to the delicate lung 
tissue may favor actual infection 
and a genuine pneumonia. But 'ss 
a rule traumatic or injury pneumo- 
nia is a mechanical congestion from 
debility incident to shock, and not 
an inflammation or infection such 
as we ordinarily think of when we 
say pneumonia.

Uniform System of Ac- 


counting Also* Approv- 


ed by Supervisors

ThfTOutagamie-co board of super- 


visors yesterday afternoon adopted 
resolutions- which place all county 
departments on a budget system, 
which .goes into effect at once. The 
board also adopted resolutions call- 
ing for installation of the uniform 
system of accounting recommended 
*by the Wisconsin Tax commission, 
and already adopted in 61 of tiie 71 
counties in the stete. 
' Both these measures are the re- 
ssult of the efforts of. two super- 
tvisors, R. C. Schultz of the town of 
'Cicero and F. O. Smith, Hortonville. 
The budget system was brought 
before the board by 
Supervisors 


Smith and Schultz and the sugges- 
tion for adoption of the uniform 
accounting 
system 
came from 
Schultz. A representative of the tax 
commission discussed before the 
board the features of the new ac- 
counting system. 
Under the budget plan each de- 


partment head must make an es- 
timate of his department's receipts 
and 
disbursements 
for the ap- 


proaching year. These estimate; 
Jmust be sent to the county clerk, 
who calls the budget committee to- 
gether in advance of the November 
county board meeting. The commit- 
tee conducts hearings on the vari- 
ous departmental requests, each de- 
partment head testifying before the 
committee, as to the needs of his 
group. The committee then draws 
up the budget and presents it at the 
first meeting of the county board 
Under the resolution the present fi- 
nance committee 
becomes "the 


budget committee. 


Must Observe Limit 


Under this system, also, depart- 


ment heads are strictly forbidden 
to spend more than the amounts al- 
•-loted to them each year. To prevent 
overdrafts the resolution instructs 
the proper officers to refuse to issue 
checks against funds when the cash 
is exhausted. 


The new accounting system and 


'liniform method of keeping county 
Jrecords and books will be installed 
by workers from the tax commis- 
sion. Under this new plan the coun- 
ty clerk will issue monthly finan- 
cial statements showing the finan- 
cial statuS of each department and 
each special fund. 


%teps were being taken by the 


board, following the explanation of 
Stanley A. Staid!, district attorney, 
that it could be legally done, to take 
the courthouse trust fund of $115,- 
000 from the bank and use it to low- 
er taxes this year. Mr. Staidl, who 
'previously had ruled the 
fund 
couldn't be touched, said that the 
attorney general had wired him, 
following a request, that the funds 
could be used. However, the board 
must make arrangements to replace 
the amount within a specific .time. 
The resolution providing for taking 
the funds_ from the bank also in- 
cludes a clause making it necessary 
for the county to return the amount 
plus interest.

Congress Convinced En- 
gland Makes Honest Ef- 
fort^ but Doubts France 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


^Washington— Great Britain has 
laid her case before the American 
people. The not on war debts pub- 
lished today while formally ad- 
dressed to the department of state, 
was'nevertheless designed to appeal 
beyond the government to the pub- 
lic opinion which congress is be- 
lieved to.be standing upon in its 
uncompromising opposition to post- 
ponement of the Dec. 15 payment. 


The "British took the hint from 


President Hoover's statement that 
the facts justifying a postponement 
had not been presented. They now 
have given facts—unpleasant and 
humiliating to a government which 
has been for centuries the defender 
of ..international integrity and fi- 
nance. 


The latest note is embarrassing 


to the American government. Con- 
gress may say, "Europe must pay," 
but diplomacy is obliged to find 
some more polite device to cover 
the plans for payment, lest the his- 
toric relations which have existed 
between the British and American 
peoples should be marred. 


When, the British say they have 


not enough gold in reserve in New 
York to pay the Dec. 15 installment 
and that it will be necessary to take 
the gold from the Bank of England, 


.. they are painting a picture of eco- 
nomic distress which has been a 
matter of common knowledge but 
which acquired new emphasis, as 
well as gravity, when .formally pro- 
claimed by the government of the 
British empire. 


The consequences to world trade 


of a further fall in pound sterling 
are well known here; but when the 
British point to the possibilities of 
curtailing their purchases of Ameri- 


" can goods because of their inability 
to acquire sufficient gold to buy 
such goods, the (question becomes 
concrete in terms' of the effect upon 
American business and agriculture. 


Trust in Britain 


Congressional sentiment is far 


more sympathetic with-the Brit- 
ish plight than is apparent on the 
surface and there is a remarkable 
confidence in the British desire and 
willingness to pay. But the attitude 
of the French is believed by most 
members of congress to be one of 
unwillingness to pay, notwithstand- 
ing that France has almost as much 
gold as the United States. 


Great Britain is suffering from 


the fact that Europeans had de- 
cided to put their problems on a 
basis of mutual collaboration. The 
tendency here, of course, is to treat 
every debtor differently. There is 
no" doubt that if the whole question 
"could, foe ^separated into parts, so 
-5hat..the:United States could treat 
-eacfr phase- differently and each 
Country-differently from the other, 
-ifterV-woald be a substantial senti- 
ment Jin-favqrjof ^giving the British 
a moratorium on the Dec. 15 pay- 


" ment. 


^ It is recognized here that pay- 
ment of war debts during the pres- 
ent depression is one thing and pay- 
ment a few years hence is another. 
The British argument that the loans 


• were made for non-commercial 


purposes and cannot therefore" be 
repaid out of tax revenues is not 
regarded as particularly effective, 
especially since the British have 
been collecting from the., -French 
virtually the same amounts they 
have been paying to America. Also, 
the- European victors in the war 
hav.e been receiving from Germany 
not only payments in kind but ter- 
ritorial rights and 
preferences 


which have added materially to the 
resources of the allied powers. 
It is .not likely that the British 


plea, which implies cancellation or 
substantial revision, will'be heed.ed 
at this time, though the request for 
temporary relief has a better pros- 
pect of winning American aid. 


New Method Possible 


The British note gives the Amer- 


ican government an opportunity to 
discuss payment other than in gold 
and it may be that the Hoover ad- 
ministration in its reply will pro- 
pose that some other form of com- 
pensation be devised for the future. 
Mr. Hoover, for instance, believes 
that trade arrangements might be 
worked out which would- aid Amer- 
ican business and agriculture and 
thus help Europe in paying its 
debts. The exchange of notes will 
probably make clear to Europe that 
America does not intend cancella- 
tion but that some reasonable meth- 
od of payments will be open for 
discussion either through a debt 
funding commission or through dip- 
lomatic channels. 


It seems inevitable that congress 


will insist upon the Dec. 15 pay- 
ment and that the British will find 
some way to make it, even though 
the consequences may be painful to 
international trade and exchange. 
The executive has no authority to 
change the debt agreements and 
congress is in no mood to modify 
the terms. A recommendation from 
the president, however, may be ex- 
pected next week when the matter 
is presented in a message to con-

Japanese Claim Victories 


r- Over Chinese Irreg- 
' 
ular Soldiers 


Tsitsihar, Manchuria —CR— Japa- 
Tiese forces and Chiness irregulars 
have fought three stiff 
battles in 


the sub-zero weather of northwest 
Manchuria within the last 48 hours, 
and at least 200 soldiers were slain 
',in the encounters. 


This was revealed today in terse 


communiques from, advancing Ja- 
panese troops to their headquarters 
here. 


Despite apparently stiff opposi- 
tion, the Japanese have advanced 
northwestward along the Chinese 
Eastern railway toward the Soviet 
border. Today their main force of 
several thousand troops was consol- 
idating its position at Chalantun, 75 
miles northwest of Tsitsihar. 


The battles were fought in the 


streets and just outside that railway 
town. The Japanese 
said they 


counted 200 Chinese corpses on the 
frozen snow-covered plain after the 
engagements. There was no men- 
tion of Japanese, casualties. Pre- 
viously It had been indicated they 
were light. 


When the Japanese took Chalan- 
tun, they had advanced half, way to 
the famous Khingan- mountain 
country "from Tsitsihar. The first 
pass the railway reaches in these 
mountains from the south is She- 
dyn pass, equidistant from Tsitsihar 
and Manehuli, on the Soviet border. 


It is at Manehuli that the Chinese 
rebel general, Su Pingwen, is sta- 
tioned with several thousand troops, 
and 183 "Japanese hostages. Twen- 
ty-two. of« these are women and 
children. 


Although -the Japanese offensive 


originally was expected to be a 
campaign^to wipe-out General Su, 
the finalJ objective has not been 
announced. The Japanes'e went into 
-the winter^campaign after General 
iSu had defied them to come and 
'get him. There still existed the 
danger that the Japanese hostages 
might be slain in revenge, and.no 
information as ~to their fate had 
been received today. 


Meanwhile, the new Japanese 


headquarters at Chalantun sent out 
1,500 
troops toward Hsingan the 


next' sizeable stop on the Chinese 
Eastern. Their immediate objective 
is Pkutu (probably the old Buchatu 
or Pokotu), 25 miles south of She- 
dyn pass and 100 miles south of the 
Soviet border. 


Unofficial .reports today said the 


11,500 troops bound for Hsingan 
were a combined infantry and cav- 
alry brigade. Airplanes reported the

This is the Japanese version of 


what they call "the heroic death 
of Ma Chan-Shan": 


The morning of July 27 was dark- 


ly overcast; it was in the midst of 
the heavy rains that were to afflict 
North Manchuria with the most dis- 
astrous floods of its modern his- 
tory. 


With a Japanese battalion in pur- 


suit, Ma Chan-Shang's following, 
reduced from 20,000 to 800, crossed 
the Hailun Kiver near Ankuchen, 
ignorant of a Japanese regiment on 
the heights ahead. As soon as the 
Chinese had crossed the Japanese 
opened with rifles and machine 
guns, killing 200 almost immediate- 
iy.General Ma tried to escape east- 
ward. The Japanese followed, fir- 
ing from two sides. Japanese of- 
ficers through their field glasses 
spotted the Chinese leader, on 
horseback, wearing a raincoat over 
his general's uniform, urging his 
men over the boggy ground. 


About 3 o'clock the Japanese clos- 


ed to within rifle shot. Ma was 


mount circled uncertainly about 
the field. A desperate rear guard 
held off the Japanese long enough 
for the body to be placed on an im- 
provised stretcher 
and 
carried 


away. But the Japanese caught his 
horse and rifled the saddlebags. 


Then the corpse was cremated | 


and the ashes were reburied with j 
Buddhist funeral rites. The ser- j | 
vice included the military honors j 
due the rank of the fallen warrior 
and the memory of a courageous 
fighting man.

his label —or the Democrats would 
have to deprive their own brethren 
of honors and powers to which 
they are entitled, by ancient po- 
litical tradition.
